COMPLAINT 

Plaintiff 91 1EP, lac. ("911EP"), for its complaint against Defendants Whelen 
Engineering Company, Inc. ("Whelen"), Federal Signal Corporation ("Federal Signal"), Tomar 
Electronics, Inc. ("Tomar"), and Code 3, Inc. ("Code 3") (collectively "Defendants"), states as 
follows: 

Introduction 

1 This action arises from Defendants* infringement of 91 lEP's patents relating to 
light emitting diode ("LED") warning signal lights. 

Parties 

2. 91 1EP, Inc. is a Delaware corporation with principal places of business in 
Jacksonville, Florida, and St Cloud, Minnesota.

5 . Upon information and belief; Tomar is an Arizona corporation with its principal 
place of business in Gilbert, Arizona. 

6. Upon information and belief; Code 3 is a Missouri corporation with its principal 
place of business in St Louis, Missouri. Upon infoimation and belief; Code 3 is a subsidiary of 
Public Safety Equipment, Inc., a Delaware corporation with its principal place of business in St 
Louis, Missouri. 

Jurisdiction and Venue 
7- This is an action for patent infringement arising under provisions of the patent 
laws of the United States, Title 35, U S. Code.

Upon information and belief, Whelen's infringement includes, but is not limited 
to, the manufacture, use, sale, importation, and/or offer for sale of infringing warning signal 
lights employing LEDs. 

20 . Upon information and belief, the infringement of the patents-in-suit by Whelen 
has been with notice and knowledge of certain of the patents-in-suit and has been willful and 
deliberate at least since July, 2003. 

21 . Upon information and belief; Federal Signal's infringement includes, but is not 
limited to, the manufacture, use, sale, importation, and/or offer for sale of infringing warning 
signal lights employing LEDs. 

22- Upon information and belief, the infringement of the patents-in-suit by Federal 
Signal has been with notice and knowledge of certain of the patent-in-suit and has been willful 
and deliberate at least since July, 2003. 

23 . Upon information and belief, Tomar's infringement includes, but is not limited to, 
the manufacture, use, sale, importation, and/or offer for sale of infringing warning signal lights 
employing LEDs.

27. Defendants* acts of mfringement have caused damage to 911EP, and 911EP is 
entitled to recover from the Defendants the damages it has sustained in an amount to be pioved 
at trial. 

28 Defendants* acts of infringement have caused and will continue to cause 
irreparable harm to 9UEP- 91 1EP has no adequate lemedy at law. 

Prayer for Relief 
WHEREFORE, 91 1EP prays this Court for 

A. Judgment against each of the Defendants in an amount to be proved at trial for 
damages caused by Defendants' infringement, contributory infringement, and induced 
infringement of one or more claims of one or more of the patents-in-suit and treble damages for 
willful and deliberate mfringement pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 284; 

B . Prejudgment interest on such damages; 

C. A permanent injunction against each of the Defendants, enjoining them from 
further acts of patent infringement;
